work of paving will now proceed. The 
ordinance will have to lie 
advertised 
according to law for a period

A fter tn a t will com e the 
d e ­ 
term in atio n of the kind of m aterial to 
lie used, co n tracts to he let and other 
m a tte rs of a less 
im p o rtan t 
nature. 
The first th in g at M onday’s 
m eeting 
was th e report of the borough 
a t t o r ­ 
ney concerning the rig h t the 
council 
had to com pel the Railw ay 
Com pany 
to pave th e ir portion of 
th e 
streets. 
He sta te d 
th at 
the 
trolley 
people 
would, according to acts on record, he 
required to pave w henever th e council 
w as 
necessary; 
but 
the 
Railw ay Com pany is 
in 
its 
norm al 
condition 
of 
insolvency. 
An 
order 
from court requiring them 
to 
pave 
could readily he 
secured 
but 
they 
could not he compelled to do the 
im ­ 
possible— fu rn ish money 
when 
they 
did not have any. 
The 
com pany 
is 
bonded for $50,HOO and 
these 
bonds 
a re secured by a m o rtg ag e 
held 
bj 
the 
C entral S avings and T ru st Com ­ 
pany. 
The altern ativ e would he for 
them 
to abandon th e ir franchise 
and it 
ie 
expected th a t this will eventually oc­ 
cur. 
In th a t case the paving will be 
dene by’ the 
borough. 
The 
council 
seem s to be a Unit on the m a tte r 
of 
disposing of the com pany. A pparently 
they a re of th e opinion, and especially 
so in th is instance, th a t it is 
a 
n u i­ 
sance and a re willing to do 
anything 
w ithin reason to get rid of it. 
The ordinance as proposed made ab 
j solutely no provision for paving that 
{ portion of the stre e ts occupied by the 
| railw ay. 
N eith er did it specify 
the 
I kind of m aterial to be used. The p av ­ 
i n g of the portion taken up 
by

j trolley trac k s will be provided 
for in 
t a special ordinance when it is 
d eter­ 
m i n e d if the Com pany intends to pay 
j its sh a re or to abandon its franchise 
1 The m a teria l to be used w ill be decid­

IS A WONDER 


Assessors who ar* not Bonded, to 
Collect Tax Instead of Tax Col­ 
lectors. Name of all Owners to be 
Published in Paper. 


A m o n g th e big batch of new law s on 
file in th e P ro th o n o tary ’s office 
here 
is one t h a t caused a 
g re a t 
deal 
of 
co m m en t an d s u rp n e because of the 
d ra stic provisions contained in it and 
the g re a t am o u n t of expense th a t will 
lie im posed on the county if its 
pro ­ 
visions a r e carrie d out. 
The 
act 
re­ 
ferred to is No. SSI arui deals entirely 
w ith th e “ D og question.” 
H e reto fo re th e tax collectors of the 
county collected all 
dog 
ta x e s 
and 
gave th e o w n er a 
tag 
for 
his 
dog 
when he paid his taxes. 
U n d e r 
the 
new law’ th e assessor imposes th e 
tax 
and collects a t the*same tim e. An im ­ 
p o rta n t point in th!- connection which 
the fra m e rs of the law’ evidently fail­ 
ed to ta k e in to consideration is 
th a t 
the as se ss o rs, who in this instance, be­ 
come cu sto d ian s of public m onies, are 
not u n d er bond, nor has any provision 
been m ad e to bond them. 
T he a s s e s s o r then gives the ow ner a 
m etal ta g not less tfiun one inch wide 
and one inch in length and 
equipped 
with a s u b sta n tia l no tal faste n in g de­ 
vice. 
T h e ta g s are 
furnished by the 
county co m m issio n e rs 
T he law- also provides 
th a t 
when 
an ow’n er of a dog 
fails 
to pay 
his 
tax th e c o u n ty 
com m issioners 
shall 
riv e public notice 
in 
one 
or 
more 
n ew sp ap ers fo r th irty days th a t such 
and such dog xviii be killed. 
T he con­ 
stable resid in g in the tiistrict 
is 
to 
be th e executioner, and he is 
to 
re* 
•eive one d o lla r for h i' 
services. 
If 
the co n stab le fails to do his d u ty 
he 
is to be fined $2 for each offense. 
T h e C o u n ty com m is si oner* a re also 
in stru cted to publish in one o r 
more 
n ew sp a p ers th e nam e and a d d re ss 
of 
the o w n er of each A g in th e county, 
to g e th e r w ith the sex of 
each 
dog. 
I.ast 
y e a r 
th e 
com m issioners 
p u r­ 
chased .'1500 ta g s for use 
u n d e r 
the 
old d o g law. All hut several hu n d red of 
these w ere used and th e re a r e always 
a co nsiderable num ber of do g s u n ta g ­ 
ged. C onsequently, it will be seen that 
if the provisions of th is new ac t 
are 
to be ca rrie d out it will req u ire some 
space to en u m era te the can in es 
and 
their o w n ers in a new spaper.

‘ROARING WAVE OF FIRE/’ 
IS HURLED BY GERMANS. 


Many of tho Victim* Die From Suffo­ 
cation In Intonse Host. 


A dispatch from the Dally Chroni­ 
cle’s correspondent in tho north of 
France says tiiat Jill officer who was 
on tile fighting line w hen the Germans 
attacked w it ii blazing gases has given 
Ids impressions of tills novel engine of 
w arfare as follows: 
"I don't think til** us** of tiles** flumes j 
was any less formidable than that of j 
asphyxiating gases 
Their effect at I 
short range Is much worse, but it is j 
easier to ll ii* I shelter from them. 
The 
flames carry only a relatively aholt 
distance and cannot reach you a long 
way off, as often Is the case with poi­ 
son gases. 
"Tho flame Is yellow with a blue 
nucleus and is directed through a pow­ 
erful air Jet. 
It springs from the 
ground level and expands into a roar­ 
ing wave of fire. 
ln*l«*ed. the flame is 
very much like that of u common llun- 
* sen burner, used iii ii laboratory, only 
yellower. 
"The pressure of air or other gas that 
Is used to fort e th** Inflammable liquid « 
through the Jet must ta* enormous, in 
view of the volume and fury of the 
flame. 
Many of the victims died sim­ 
ply from suffocation, caused by the In- 
tense heat that nailed for wart I in front 
of the flames, which did not touch 
them.”
